HISTORY 

A  state-owned  and  state-controlled  institution 
for  higher  learning  devoted  exclusively  to  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  State  Teachers  College  at  In- 
diana has  six  curricula  all  leading  to  a  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Education  and  the  Provisional  Col- 
lege Certificate  in  the  field  of  the  student's  choice. 
The  College  also  offers  courses  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Elementary  Educa- 


Because  of  the  need  for  a  teacher  training 
institution  in  western  Pennsylvania,  the  General 
Assembly  passed  an  act  in  the  legislative  session 
of  1871  granting  aid  to  the  establishment  of  a 
normal  school  in  the  ninth  district  at  Indiana. 
The  first  building  was  completed  and  opened  for 
students  on  May  17,  1875.  This  building,  named 
John  Sutton  Hall  in  honor  of  the  first  president 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  still  in  use  and  in 
excellent  condition.  The  steady  growth  of  the 
school  has  caused  a  continuous  expansion  in  its 
building  program,  including  a  men's  dormitory, 
Walter  Murray  Whitmyre  Hall,  first  occupied  in 
September,  1952,  and  the  new  Leonard  Hall,  a 
classroom  building  ready  for  its  first  occupancy 
in  September,  1954. 
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The  size  and  natural  beauty  of  the  college 
campus  offer  ample  opportunity  for  recreation  in 
a  pleasant  environment.  Our  campus  is  frequently 
described  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  small  col- 
j«ge  campuses  in  the  country.  In  the  center  of  the 
campus  is  the  oak  grove  about  which  are  grouped 
the  main  buildings,  forming  three  sides  of  a 
quadrangle.  The  rest  of  the  campus  is  made 
beautiful  by  a  careful  distribution  of  shrubs, 
flowers,    and  vines   artistically   arranged. 

The  main  campus  of  the  College,  originally 
twenty-three  acres  with  one  building,  is  now  com- 
posed of  sixty-two  acres  on  which  are  located 
fifteen  principal  halls,  twenty-four  other  build- 
ings, and  three  athletic  fields.  This  year  con- 
struction will  be  completed  on  four  new  build- 
ings including  music  and  science  buildings,  and 
two  dormitories,  one  for  men  and  the  other  for 
women.  The  College  Lodge,  located  a  few  miles 
from  Indiana,  is  surrounded  by  one  hundred 
acres  of  wooded  hillside.  This  not  only  offers 
opportunity  for  classes  to  study  nature  and  con- 
servation, but  also  provides  an  ideal  setting  for 
numerous   social    activities    of   the    College. 

In  April,  1920,  entire  control  and  ownership 
of  the  school  passed  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.  In  May,  1927,  by  authority  of  the 
General    Assembly,    the    State   Normal    School    be- 


came  a  college  with  the  right  to  grant  degrees. 
The  name  was  then  changed  to  the  State  Teachers 
College   at    Indiana,    Pennsylvania. 

The  College,  under  authorization  of  the  State 
Council  of  Education,  began  giving  graduate 
courses  leading  toward  the  Master  of  Education 
degree  in  September,  1957.  The  first  Master  of 
Education  degrees  were  awarded  in  August,  1958. 
The  first  authorization  for  the  College  to  give 
graduate  work  was  in  the  area  of  elementary 
education.  Beginning  this  current  September, 
1959,  the  College  is  authorized  to  give  majors 
toward  the  Master  of  Education  degrees  in  the 
secondary    education    subject    field. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  College  in  1875, 
Indiana  has  graduated  over  17,500  students,  and 
since  the  College  became  a  degree-conferring  in- 
stitution in  1927,  about  8,000  degrees  have  been 
granted.  Many  of  our  graduates  are  organized 
into  a  strong  Alumni  Association  with  units  ac- 
tive in  many  sections  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
Michigan,    and   the    District    of   Columbia.

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Getting   Adjusted 
To   College   Life 

ABSENCE  AND  TARDINESS  —  The  College 
has  no  cut  system  of  absenteeism.  In  case  of 
absence  or  tardiness  the  student  will  fill  out  a 
blank  and  present  it  to  the  teacher  for  admission 
to   the   class. 

The  teacher  will  pass  judgment  on  the  merits 
of   the  excuse   and   handle   the   matter   accordingly. 

The  blanks  will  be  available  at  any  department 
office. 

This  plan  puts  the  responsibility  first  upon  the 
student,  second  upon  the  teacher,  and  third  upon 
the  Dean  of  Instruction,  who  may  in  turn  furnish 
the  adviser  and  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean 
of  Women  with  whatever  information  is  necessary 
for   a   follow-up. 

Whenever  a  teacher  feels  that  any  student  has 
been  absent  or  tardy  to  an  extent  that  might  en- 
danger scholastic  standing,  the  teacher  will  re- 
port the  fact  promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of    Instruction. 


ACTIVITY  FEE  tor  the  regular  semester  is 
fifteen  dollars  ($15);  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($2.50)  for  the  three  weeks  summer  session;  five 
dollars  (S5)  for  the  six  weeks  summer  session. 
The  fee  for  each  semester  is  paid  by  each  student 
at  the  time  of  registration.  If  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Cooperative  Association  permits  a  student 
to  delay  payment,  it  shall  be  with  the  under- 
standing that  all  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by 
October  15  or  February  25  or  during  the  summer 
sessions  by  the  tenth  (10th)  day  after  classes 
begin  in  that  session.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
Cooperative  Association  shall  send  one  reminder 
via  college  mail,  and  failure  to  pay  the  Activity 
Fee  by  the  appropriate  date  shall  automatically 
lead  to  immediate  suspension  from  classes  and 
all  college  activities.  The  only  exception  shall 
be  in  case  arrangements  are  made  in  person 
with  the  treasurer  for  later  payment  when  special 
conditions  in  individual  cases  warrant.  Upon 
payment  of  the  Activity  Fee  the  student  receives 
an  "I"  card  which  will  admit  the  student  free 
of  charge  to  all  social,  cultural,  and  athletic 
activities  sponsored  by  the  College,  during  the 
semester. 

BANK  (STUDENT)  —  A  department  of  the 
Cooperative  Association  known  as  the  Student 
Bank    is    operated    in    the    office    of    the    College 


Bookstore.  Students  receiving  money  from  home 
and  not  wishing  to  take  the  risk  of  carrying  it 
on  their  persons  or  leaving  it  in  their  rooms  may 
deposit  it  in  the  bank  and  withdraw  it  as  needed 
by    the    issuance    of    checks. 

To  help  defray  the  expense  of  insurance,  etc., 
a  nominal  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 
Students  are  urged  by  the  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration to  use  this  service  as  a  precaution  against 
loss. 

The  BOOKSTORE  carries  all  the  textbooks 
used  in  the  various  classes.  The  management  of 
the  Bookstore  on  a  cooperative  student  basis  is 
directed  through  the  Student  Cooperative  As- 
sociation. Classroom  accessories  are  available  at 
nominal  prices.  Gym  clothing,  regulation  tank 
suits  and  college  rings  may  also  be  obtained.  The 
Bookstore  is  open  from  8 :00  a.m.  to  5 :00  p.m. 
daily  except  Saturday,  when  it  closes  at  noon. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  semester  the  store 
operates  an  additional  store  where  textbooks  are 
sold. 

The  BULLETIN  (DAILY)  is  issued  every  day 
by  the  administration.  To  have  a  notice  printed 
it  must  be  deposited  at  the  Post  Office  before 
4:00  p.m.  on  the  day  previous  to  publication. 
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Notices  may  not  appear  more  than  two  consecu- 
tive days  and  must  be  clear,  concise  and  of 
concern  to  a  large  portion  of  the  student  body 
and  must  have  the  signature  of  the  sponsor. 
Every  student  should  make  it  a  habit  to  read  the 
bulletin  each  day. 

BUS  SERVICE  —  Indiana  is  served  by  several 
bus  lines.  Connections  may  be  made  in  Indiana 
for    points    east,    north,    west,    and    south. 

Blairsville  Bus  Line  (Hess  Restaurant  Termi- 
nal) :  Connections  with  Greyhound  Lines  in 
Blairsville.  Service  to  and  from  Blairsville  and 
Pittsburgh,    east    to    Philadelphia    and    Harrisburg. 

Edwards  Lakes-to-Sea  (Hess  Restaurant  Termi- 
nal) :  Service  to  and  from  Apollo,  Vandergift, 
Camp   Joan   and    Pittsburgh. 

Service  north  to  Buffalo  via  Punxsutawney, 
DuBois.  Kane  and  Bradford  —  Connections  in 
DuBois  east  and  west.  There  are  also  connections 
to    Clearfield,    St.    Marys,    and   State    College. 

Hutchison  Bus  Lines  over  Route  8u  (Staple- 
ton's):  Barnesboro  and  Cherry  Tree  (north), 
Pittsburgh    (south),    and    Johnstown    (south). 


Information  concerning  schedules  for  Route  80 
Short  Line  may  be  secured  at  The  Wigwam.  Pas- 
sengers are  received  and  discharged  at  the  north 
gate  of  the  campus  or  at  the  Wigwam.  Tickets 
may  be  obtained  on  the  bus  or  at  the  Hess 
Restaurant    Terminal. 

Cars  —  Resident  women  and  freshman  men 
who  do  not  commute  daily  are  not  permitted  to 
keep  cars  in  Indiana  unless  special  permission 
is   given    by   the    appropriate   Dean. 

Every  student  who  regularly  drives  a  car  on  the 
College  campus  must  register  with  the  Dean  of 
Students  and  have  a  sticker  on  his  car  windshield. 
Parking  violations  are  checked  daily  and  drivers 
may   be    fined    for   illegal   parking. 

The  COLLEGE  LODGE  plays  an  important 
part  in  the  instructional  and  recreational  life  of 
Indiana.  Owned  by  students  and  faculty,  this 
100  acres  of  wooded  hillside,  with  its  rustic  lodge 
and  three  shelter  houses,  not  only  offers  op- 
portunities for  classes  to  study  nature  and  con- 
servation but  also  is  in  demand  for  picnics,  meet- 
ings  and    winter   sports. 

Arrangements  for  use  of  the  Lodge  or  shelters 
are  made  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  at 


least  one  day  prior  to  use.   A  permit  is  issued  and 
must   be   presented   to   the   Caretaker   on    arrival. 

The  Caretaker  is  held  responsible  for  regula- 
tions for  use  of  the  Lodge  property.  Those  using 
the  property  are  responsible  to  him  for  its  proper 
use. 

Any  student  or  faculty  member  on  the  property 
at  any  time  must  be  ready  to  identify  himself  by 
presenting  an  "I"  card  at  the  request  of  the 
Caretaker. 

The   following   are  eligible  to   use   the   Lodge  : 

A.  Any  student  group   with   a   faculty  adviser. 

B.  Any    organized    unit    or   group    of   alumni. 

C.  Any  organized  faculty  group,  groups  with 
faculty  predominating,    or   faculty   families. 

D.  Students  with  their  families  may  use  outside 
shelters  when  the  usual  permit  has  been 
issued. 

E.  Any  other  organization  approved  by  the 
Treasurer. 

CONTINUANCE     IN    COLLEGE  —  It     is     ex

pected  that  a  student  attending  college  for  his 
first  semester  earn  a  minimum  of  seventeen 
quality    points    to    continue. 

It  is  expected  that  a  student  earn  twelve  semes- 
ter hours  and  twenty-rive  quality  points  each 
semester   to  continue   in   good  standing. 

A  student  earning  more  than  seventeen  quality 
points  but  less  than  twelve  credits  and  twenty- 
rive  quality  points  may  continue  on  probation 
for   one   semester. 

Each  person  shall  be  considered  individually 
if  his  record  is  poor  with  a  view  to  allowing 
exceptions  because  of  personal  illness,  family 
conditions,    or   good   test   record. 

COLLEGE  CONVOCATIONS  are  held  every 
jther  week  in  the  Auditorium  on  Tuesday  at 
11  :00  a.m.  At  this  time  the  College  presents  the 
best  available  speakers,  artists  and  musicians. 
Students  are  requested  to  attend  these  assemblies. 
The  Daily  Bulletin  and  the  Indiana  Penn  carry 
announcements     about     all     convocations. 

The  DEN  —  A  smoking  room  for  girls  on  the 
ground  floor  of  John  Sutton  Hall  is  open  daily 
until  the  dormitory  closes  at  10:00  p.m.  This 
room  is  maintained  and  managed  by  the  students 
who  use  it.  The  second  floor  Smoker  is  open  at 
all    times. 
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EMPLOYMENT    (See    Student    Aid,    page    19) 

FIRE  DRILL  REGULATIONS  —  A  fire  drill, 
required  by  state  regulations,  is  observed  one  day 
each  month  by  all  college  personnel.  Fire  drill 
regulations  are  posted  in  each  hall  of  the  college 
buildings.  Students  are  expected  to  act  promptly 
according  to  directions.  Students  should  become 
acquainted  with  the  proper  exit  from  any  loca- 
tion  in   the   buildings   on   the   campus. 

A  student  should  be  appointed  in  each  class 
to  open  and  wedge  the  door  when  the  alarm 
rings. 

Teachers  should  be  the  last  out  of  the  room 
and  should  be  sure  that  all  windows  and  doors 
are  closed  upon  leaving.  Lights  should  be  left  on. 

Students  should  leave  the  building  as  rapidly  as 
possible  and  keep  moving  until  they  are  at 
least  fifty  feet  from  the  exit. 

Teachers  are  urged  :o  leave  the  building  and 
to  assist  by  keeping  all  exits  cleared  and  by 
asking  students  to  keep  moving  until  they  are 
fifty    feet   from  the   building. 

Teachers  in  rooms  where  there  are  fire  escapes 
are  responsible  for  having  the  doors  leading  to 
the  fire  escapes  open  and  blocked  open  im- 
mediately   when    the    alarm    sounds. 


FRESHMAN      ORIENTATION      DAYS  —  The 

first  rive  days  of  the  first  semester  have  been-  set 
aside  as  "Freshman  Week."  During  these  days 
new  students  will  complete  their  registration, 
secure  their  programs  and  take  their  health 
examinations  and  a  bartery  of  tests.  Other  activi- 
ties will  include  get-acquainted  party,  convoca- 
tion, community  sing,  hall  group  get-together, 
a  meeting  with  their  counselors  and  several 
meetings   with    rhe    social    deans. 

The  COLLEGE  INFIRMARY,  located  at  406 
South  11th  Street  is  for  the  use  of  all  students 
free  of  charge  except  for  special  medications  and 
prescriptions.  Regular  hours  are  maintained  but 
emergencies,  including  sprains,  faints,  cuts, 
indigestion,  and  dysmenorrhea,  may  be  treated 
at  any  time.  Nurses  should  not  be  called  to  the 
student's  room  unless  the  seriousness  of  the 
illness  makes  a  trip  to  the  infirmary  inadvisable. 
After  the  girls'  dormitories  close  for  the  night, 
women  students  should  contact  their  Counselor, 
Head  Resident,  or  the  Dean  of  Women  in  case  of 
illness. 

House  and  dormitory  students  who  are  serious- 
ly ill  may  secure  a  bed  in  the  infirmary  free  of 
charge  for  three  (3)  days.  After  that  time  a 
charge  of  $1.00  per  day  is  made.  OrF-campus 
students    are    charged    $2.00    a    day    from    the    first 


day.  A  maximum  of  two  visitors  may  be  permit- 
ted from  4:00  to  5:00  p.m.,  granted  permission. 
Students  should  report  any  illness  to  the  infir- 
mary before  a  class  is  missed  if  they  desire 
infirmary  verification  for  excuse  blanks.  Students 
should  not  attend  classes  if  they  have  heavy 
colds. 

All  students  are  asked  to  call  at  the  infirmary 
before  visiting  a  doctor  or  dentist  in  town  so 
that  a  complete  health  record  may  be  kept.  Also 
students  who  become  ill  at  home  should  not 
return  to  school  until  they  are  well  enough  to 
go  to  classes.  If  a  physician  has  been  in  at- 
tendance, the  student  should  bring  to  the  in- 
rirmary    a    statement    of   the   diagnosis.

The  LIBRARY  —  The  main  desk  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Library,  Wilson  Hall,  is  the  center 
of  library  activities.  The  Periodical  Room,  the 
Reference  Room,  the  Curriculum  Room  and  the 
Reading  Lounge  make  up  the  remainder  of  the 
first  floor  of  the  library.  Additional  reading 
rooms   are   on   the   second   floor. 

All  books  are  accessible  on  open  shelves  either 
in  the  reading  rooms  or  in  Rooms  6  and  7  of 
the  ground  floor. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  books  which  are 
reserved  for  special  purposes,  all  books  circulate 
for  two  weeks.  Unbound  periodicals  circulate  for 
one  day.  Bound  periodicals  do  not  circulate. 
Students  need  their  library  cards  to  take  out 
books. 

Members  of  the  library  staff  are  glad  to  help 
students   anytime.

JANE      E.      LEONARD      MEMORIAL      LOAN 

FUND  —  This  loan  fund,  which  was  established 
several  years  ago,  has  been  built  up  by  efforts  of 
the  faculty  and  alumni.  The  fund  now  totals 
about  $26,000.  The  governing  board  in  charge 
of  granting  loans  consists  of  a  faculty  committee 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  College. 
The  plan  in  operation  now  provides  for  the  grant- 
ing of  loans  to  sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors 
with  interest  at  two  per  cent,  payable  at  maturity 
of  the  loan.  The  maximum  sum  loaned  will  not 
exceed    $400.00    to    any    student. 

MENS    VARSITY      T     LOAN    FUND  —  The 

Men's  Varsity  "I"  Club  has  built  up  a  loan 
fund  for  members  who  are  in  good  college 
standing  on  varsity  athletic  teams.  Members  may 
borrow  not  more  than  $150  per  year.  Loans  are 
made  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time  and  are 
interest  free  for  the  first  year.  Thereafter  the 
interest    rate   is    two    per   cent   per   annum. 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  STUDENT  LOAN 
FL1ND  —  Indiana  is  participating  in  the  nation- 
al defense  student  loan   fund  program. 

Superior  students  who  need  financial  help  may 
borrow  up  to  $1000  per  year  under  this  program. 

Full  details  and  application  blanks  may  be 
obtained    through    the    Dean    of    Students    Office, 


SMALL  LOAN  FUND  —  Thirty-day  loins  not 
to  exceed  $20  are  available  to  all  studeats  m 
cases  of  emergency.  No  interest  is  charged.  These 
loans  are  available  upon  application  to  the  Dean 
of  Students,   Dean  of  Women   and  Dean   of  Men. 

LOST  AND  FOUND  —  Students  should  re- 
port the  loss  of  property  immediately  to  the 
custodian  of  the  building.  Articles  found  should 
be  handed  to  the  Dean  of  Women,  the  Dean  of 
Men   or   turned   in    at   the   Post   Office. 

COMMUTERS'     LOUNGE  —  For     the     use     of 

non-resident     women     there     are    study,     rest     and 
lunch    rooms    in    Iroquois    House. 

There  is  also  a  commuters'  lounge  for  men 
in   room   33   of  Whitmyre  Hall. 

MAIL  —  The  Post  Office  and  the  Women's 
Mail  Room  are  located  on  the  ground  floor  at 
the  West  entrance  to  John  Sutton  Hall.  All 
other  students  receive  their  mail  at  their  place 
of  residence.  Women  day  students  get  their  mail 
in  boxes  provided  for  them  in  John  Sutton  Hall ; 
men  in  Whitmyre  Hall.  The  Post  Office  is  a 
branch  of  the  City  Post  Office  and  is  open  each 
weekday.  Students  may  mail  and  receive  packages 
through  the  College  Post  Office.  Commuter's 
boxes   should   be   checked   daily. 


ORIENTATION  PROGRAM  —  During  the 
first  semester  a  series  of  orientation  meetings  are 
held  with  freshmen  and  transfer  students.  Dis- 
cussions of  social  needs,  customs,  campus  activi- 
ties, and  academic  procedure  assist  in  the  under- 
standing of  life  on  the  college  campus.  Atten- 
dance at  these  meetings  is  required  of  all  new 
students. 

POSTERS  —  Because  of  the  many  activities  on 
campus,  and  the  small  amount  of  available  post- 
er space,  it  is  necessary  to  regulate  the  number 
and  size  of  advertising  posters  in  John  Sutton 
Hall.  For  each  event  only  one  poster  is  permitted 
and  it  should  not  be  larger  than  9  x  12  inches. 
All  posters  should  be  approved  at  the  switchboard 
before  being  placed  on  the  bulletin  board  at 
north  entrance  to  John  Sutton  Hall.  Posters 
should  be  removed  immediately  following  the  ac- 
tivity.   No    posters    should    be    placed    on    trees. 

RADIO  BROADCASTING  continues  as  an 
established  activity  of  the  College.  Programs  are 
broadcast  by  remote  control  from  the  Broadcast- 
ing Studio  in  Leonard  Hall,  over  station  WDAD. 

These  programs  provide  entertainment  for 
families  and  schools  in  the  area  covered  by  the 
local  station  and  furnish  practical  laboratory 
experience     for     the     students     taking     part.     The 
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broadcasts  are  usually  the  results  of  the  courses 
in  radio,  which  embrace  microphone  techniques, 
radio  acting,  and  all  phases  of  production  ; 
however,  all  departments  of  the  College  are  in- 
vited  to   participate. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

STATE  SCHOLARSHIPS  —  The  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  annually  awards  scholarships 
worth  $100  a  year  for  four  years  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  examinations  which  are  held  on  the 
first  Friday  in  May  of  each  year.  These  scholar- 
ships are  awarded  in  each  county  and  senatorial 
district  in  the  state,  and  may  be  used  at  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges.  Inquiries  concerning 
State  Scholarships  may  be  sent  to  Chief,  Pre- 
Professional  Credentials,  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,    Harrisburg,    Pennsylvania. 

AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  WOMEN'S 
CLUBS  SCHOLARSHIPS  —  Two  scholarships  of 
$100  each  are  offered  annually  to  students  in 
the  Art  Education  Department.  Funds  for  these 
scholarships  have  been  provided  by  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Branch  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs. 
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AN  ANONYMOUS  MATHEMATICS  AWARD 

—  Each  year  a  scholarship  award  of  $50  is  made 
to  an  outstanding  upperclassman  majoring  in  the 
field   of  mathematics. 

The  donor  is  a  recent  graduate  of  Indiana  who 
prefers    to    remain    anonymous. 

Nominations  are  made  to  the  Loans  and 
Scholarship  Committee  through  the  head  of  the 
Mathematics   Department. 

CORRINE  MENK  WAHR  SCHOLARSHIPS  — 

Through  the  generosity  of  Corrine  Menk  Wahr, 
Class  of  1916,  approximately  fifteen  scholarships 
are  awarded  each  year  to  worthy  students.  Ap- 
plicants for  Wahr  Scholarships  must  be  residents 
of  Pennsylvania  and  must  be  interested  in  the 
teaching  profession.  Applications  may  be  secured 
from  the  Registrar  or  Dean  of  Students  Office. 
The  policy  governing  the  scholarship  fund  is 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  adminis- 
tered by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  President 
(  the  College. 
Seven  Wahr  scholarships  worth  $144  per  year 
are  available  to  entering  students,  one  to  the 
following  counties :  Armstrong,  Blair,  Cambria, 
Indiana,    Jefferson,    Somerset,    and    Westmoreland. 

Applications  are  available  through  the  offices 
of    the    County    Superintendents    of    Schools. 


Seven  Wahr  meric  recognition  scholarships  of 
fifty  dollars  each  are  given  to  students  at  the 
College  for  excellence  in  certain  fields  as  follows  : 
the  student  who  excels  in  athletics ;  the  student 
who  does  the  most  to  promote  fine  arts ;  the 
student  showing  the  most  initiative  in  bringing 
new  ideas  or  action  to  the  ISTC  campus ;  the 
student  evidencing  the  most  professional  promise 
as  a  teacher ;  the  student  with  the  highest 
scholarship  during  the  first  three  years  of  college  ; 
and  the  student  who  writes  most  effectively. 


CLARK  SCHOLARSHIPS  —  The  Lieutenant 
Alpheus  Bell  Clark  Memorial  scholarships,  estab- 
lished by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steele  Clark,  Cherry 
Tree,  Indiana  County,  in  memory  of  their  son, 
offer  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  each  semester  to 
that  young  man,  or  woman,  a  senior  in  the  Col- 
lege, and  a  resident  of  Indiana  County,  who  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee  chosen  by  the 
President  best  qualifies  for  the  honor  in  terms  of 
academic  ability,  leadership,  and  service  to  the 
College.  Preference  will  be  given  to  a  veteran, 
or  to  the  son  or  daughter  of  a  veteran. 

Nominations  are  made  to  the  Loan  and  Scholar- 
ship Committee  through  the  head  of  the  Art  De- 
partment. 


HARRIET  FARR  DAVIS  SCHOLARSHIP  IN 
THE  FINE  ARTS  —  This  scholarship  worth 
$50  is  awarded  each  year  to  a  senior  in  the  Art 
Department  who  best  meets  a  number  of  criteria 
established   for   this   award. 


MORRIS  SCHOLARSHIPS  —  The  Helen 
Wood  Morris  Scholarships  were  established  by 
Lieutenant-Colonel  L.  M.  Morris,  of  Altoona,  in 
memory  of  his  wife,  a  graduate  of  the  College. 
The  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  students  selected  by  a  committee 
named  by  the  institution,  one  award  to  a 
sophomore,  the  other  to  a  junior.  Students 
chosen  must  be  in  the  highest  quarter  of  their 
class,  must  be  in  need  of  financial  assistance,  and 
must  have  demonstrated  worthiness  in  terms  of 
character,  personality,  leadership,  and  American 
citizenship. 

PRESSER    FOUNDATION    SCHOLARSHIP    — 

The  Presser  Foundation  of  Philadelphia  awards 
scholarships  each  year  to  music  students  at  the 
Indiana  State  Teachers  College.  Application 
should  be  made  to  the  Loans  and  Scholarship 
Committee  through  the  Chairman  of  the  Music 
Department. 
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KAPPA  DELTA  PI  SCHOLARSHIP  —  This 
award  of  twenty-live  dollars  each  year  was 
established  by  the  Beta  Gamma  Chapter  of  this 
college  to  honor  that  member  of  the  sophomore 
class  who  is  judged  to  be  the  ideal  college  stu- 
dent. The  award  is  made  on  the  basis  of  char- 
acter,   scholarship,    and    evidences    of   leadership. 

SYNTRON    FOUNDATION    SCHOLARSHIPS 

—  Through  the  Syntron  Foundation  of  Homer 
City,  four  scholarships  of  $300  are  awarded  an- 
nually to  freshmen.  Preference  is  given  to  grad- 
uates of  Homer  City,  Blairsville,  and  Indiana 
High  Schools.  Sixteen  scholarships  good  for  four 
years  are  now  in  effect.  Applications  must  be  filed 
with   the   Dean   of   Students   by   April    15. 

SELECTIVE  SERVICE  AND  MILITARY  IN- 
FORMATION — ■  Every  man  enrolled  at  Indiana, 
including  R.O.T.C.  cadets  and  those  who  have 
not  yet  registered  with  Selective  Service,  should 
report  by  October  10  and  February  10  to  the 
Dean  of  Men  in  Whitmyre  Hall  to  file  informa- 
tion concerning  his  Selective  Service  status.  All 
information  received  from  Selective  Service  should 
be  reported  so  that  records  are  up-to-date  at  all 
times.  All  correspondence  and  reports  to  Selec- 
tive Service  Boards  are  sent  from  the  Dean  of 
Men's  office. 
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Students  may  be  considered  for  deferment  on 
the  basis  of  academic  rank  or  on  the  basis  of  the 
score  made  on  the  Selective  Service  Qualification 
Test.  Each  student,  including  R.O.T.C.  cadets, 
should  take  this  test  the  first  time  it  is  offered. 
Specific  qualifications  and  procedures  for  request- 
ing deferment  are  available  in  the  Dean  of  Men's 
office. 

Every  man  is  required  by  law  to  register  with 
Selective  Service  within  five  days  after  his 
eighteenth  birthday.  Students  need  not  return  to 
their  homes  but  may  report  to  the  local  Indiana 
Selective    Service    Board. 

Men  ordered  to  report  for  a  physical  examina- 
tion on  a  day  when  school  is  in  session  should 
report  to  the  local  (Indiana)  Selective  Service 
Board  in  the  Pagano  Building,  26  N.  5th  St.,  and 
arrange  to  have  the  orders  for  this  examination 
transferred   to   the   jurisdiction   of  the   local   Board. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  every  student  to  in- 
form his  Selective  Service  Board  that  he  is  in 
college    and    to     inform     them    if    he     withdraws. 

SMOKING  REGULATIONS  —  Men  students 
may  smoke  on  the  campus,  in  the  Men's  Lounge 
Room,   or   in   Whitmyre  Hall. 

Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  campus  buildings, 
halls    or   lavatories. 


Women  students  may  smoke  only  in  the  smok- 
ing rooms  provided  in  each  women's  dormitory  or 
in  the  Student  Union,  or  coffee  shop. 

STUDENT  AID  (EMPLOYMENT)  —  All  stu- 
dents who  need  employment  co  defray  part  >t 
their  expenses  should  rile  an  application  for 
student  employment  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Students.  Opportunities  that  develop  for  work 
on  the  campus  or  in  town  are  rilled  from  appli- 
cation  records. 

Information  concerning  financial  assistance 
other  than  employment  is  available  in  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Students.  See  also  "Scholarships'" 
and  "Loans''   in  the  CUE. 

STUDENT  UNION  is  operated  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  south  wing  of  Whitmyre  Hall  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Cooperative  Association  under  a 
special  Union  Fund  and  provides  a  spot  for 
student  relaxation.  Card  games  and  dancing  are 
available  and  refreshments  may  be  purchased  at 
the  snack  bar.  The  Student  Union  will  be  open 
daily  at  the  following  hours  :

TELEVISION  production  experience  is  now 
available  at  the  College.  Interested  students  spend 
a  minimum  of  100  hours  learning  the  mechanics 
of  production,  through  the  facilities  of  WQED, 
Pittsburgh's  educational  television  station.  This 
workshop  experience  serves  as  part  of  the  require- 
ments for  the  educational  television  course  offered 
each    semester. 

In  addition  to  workshop  participation  both 
faculty  members  and  students  present  television 
programs  of  various  kinds.  Some  of  these  stress 
classroom  instruction,  while  others  encourage 
artistic   appreciation. 

TESTING  PROGRAM  FOR  FRESHMEN  AND 
OTHER  NEW  STUDENTS  —  All  new  students 
except  those  transferring  two  years'  credit  are 
required  to   take  a  series   of  tests   during  the   first 
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week  of  college.  Students  who  transfer  less  than 
two  years'  credit  may  request  their  test  record 
from  their  previous  college  to  be  submitted  for 
evaluation.  The  program  includes  a  personality 
inventory ;  achievement  examinations  in  reading, 
writing,  mathematics,  social  studies  and  science ; 
and  a  speech  test.  Passing  this  test  (demonstrat- 
ing essentially  normal  speech)  is  one  of  the 
necessary  requirements  for  attaining  Junior  Stand- 
ing. These  tests  measure  a  student's  background 
in  these  fields  and  are  used  for  classification  and 
guidance.  The  results  of  the  tests  are  made 
known    to   the   student   through   his   adviser. 


VETERANS  INFORMATION  —  The  Dean  of 
Men  serves  as  the  Veterans  Counselor.  Korean 
veterans  must  report  to  his  Secretary  on  the  day 
of  enrollment  each  semester  and  each  summer 
session  in  order  to  be  paid  subsistence  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  the  term.  As  soon  as  a 
veteran  registers  with  the  College  he  must  bring 
his  receipts  to  the  office  of  the  Veterans  Counse- 
lor to  complete  enrollment  for  V.  A.  purposes. 
He  must  also  report  on  the  last  school  day  of 
each    month    to    sign    payroll    documents. 

The  Veterans  Counselor  is  required  by  V.  A. 
regulations     to     report     immediately     to     Veterans 
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Administration  any  veteran  whose  conduct  or 
academic  progress  is  unsatisfactory,  whose  ab- 
sences are  excessive  or  who  withdraws  from 
college.  Absence  reports  are  made  each  week  by 
the  faculty.  Excessive  absence  may  lead  to  reduc- 
tion in  subsistence  pay  or  to  interruption  of  train- 
ing. 

Korean  veterans  must  pay  for  all  fees,  text- 
books and  supplies  at  the  same  time  non-veteran 
students   are   required   to   pay. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  veteran  to 
report  to  the  Veterans  Counselor  any  change  of 
program  made  at  any  time  after  enrollment.  He 
should  also  report  in  the  event  an  emergency 
requires  absence  in  excess  of  three  days  so  that 
his  absence  will  not  be  interpreted  as  withdrawal 
from  college  and  reported  as  such  to  Veterans 
Administration.  Upon  return  from  such  absence 
he   should   report   to  the   Veterans   Counselor. 

If  a  veteran  must  withdraw  from  college  he 
should  report  to  sign  the  documents  required  by 
Veterans  Administration  regulations.  All  veterans 
should  present  a  photostatic  copy  of  their  dis- 
charge papers  (DD214)  to  the  Dean  of  Instruc- 
tion  to    secure    credit    for   health    courses. 

The  foregoing  also  applies  to  graduate  students 
attending   under   Public   Law   550. 


War  Orphans  should  see  the  Dean  of  Men 
regarding  possible  eligibility  to  actend  under 
Public     Law     634. 

More  detailed  information  concerning  V.  A. 
requirements  is  available  in  the  office  of  che

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Student    Government 

STUDENT  COUNCIL  is  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives from  the  eleven  departments  of  the 
College.  Also,  the  presidents  of  the  following 
organizations  automatically  become  members  :  the 
four  classes,  Women's  Collegiate  Association, 
Resident  Men's  League,  Non-Resident  Men's  and 
Women's  Leagues.  In  September,  additional  rep- 
resentatives are  sent  from  the  freshman  class.  It 
is  among  the  duties  of  the  Student  Council  to 
bring  the  student  body,  faculty,  and  administra- 
tion closer  together  through  a  frank  understand- 
ing of  mutual  problems ;  to  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  discussion  of  student  problems ;  and 
to  foster  a  feeling  of  friendliness  on  campus. 
The  president  and  vice-president  of  the  Student 
Council    are    chosen    in    a    college-wide    election. 

The  Student  Council  of  Indiana  is  a  member 
of  the  Associated  Student  Governments  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
purposes  of  this  organization  are  :  to  promote  a 
high  degree  of  cooperation  among  the  students, 
faculties,  and  administrations  of  the  member 
colleges ;  to  promote  the  development  of  more 
democratic  governments  in  those  colleges ;  and 
to  provide  for  the  unification  of  action  through 
the   association. 


EXTRACURRICULAR    ACTIVITIES 

The  policies  with  respect  to  extracurricular 
activities   are  : 

1.  The  College  calendar  for  each  school  year 
will  be  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  by  April  1  of  the  preceding  school  year. 
Events  will  be  listed  only  after  conflicts  have 
been    eliminated. 

2.  After  the  college  calendar  is  set,  all  requests 
for  changes  or  additions  are  to  be  presented,  in 
writing,  to  the  Dean  of  Women,  countersigned 
by  the  adviser  of  the  organization  involved,  not 
later  than  one  week  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
the  month  in  which  the  event  is  to  occur. 
Changes  will  be  approved  only  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency. 

3.  If  special  facilities  are  required  for  meetings 
or  other  activities,  they  should  be  arranged  for, 
then  cleared,  with  the  office  of  the  Dean  of 
Women   as    follows :

4.  Professional  meetings  are  held  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  nights  as 
scheduled  on  the  calendar  of  regular  events  in 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  and  should 
be  limited  to  one  hour  insofar  as  possible. 
These  meetings  should  not  include  the  serving 
of  refreshments  more  than  twice  a  semester  if 
weekly  meetings  are  held  and  only  once  a  semes- 
ter if  monthly  meetings  are  held.  Dinner  meet- 
ings or  outings  scheduled  on  these  nights  should 
terminate   by   8:00   p.m. 

5.  Social  events  should  be  confined  to  Friday 
evenings,  Saturday  afternoons,  or  evenings  as 
scheduled    on    the    calendar. 

6.  All  special  social  events  involving  late  per- 
missions, the  use  of  the  school  facilities  such  as 
the  Lodge,  Recreation  Hall,  Activities  House,  etc., 
should  be  limited  to  one  a  semester  insofar  as 
possible. 

7.  Campus  organizations  are  expected  not  to 
compete   with    major    all-campus    activities. 
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8.  Any  group  desiring  to  form  a  student  organi- 
zation shall  petition  the  Student  Council  which 
will  forward  recommendation  to  the  Administra- 
tive Council.  Such  petition  shall  state  the  pur- 
pose of  the  organization,  eligibility  requirements, 
the  approximate  amount  of  the  student's  time 
and  the  money  needed  for  the  organization,  and 
the  name  of  its  faculty  adviser.  A  tentative  list 
of  prospective  charter  members  shall  be  included. 

9.  Each  student  organization  shall  have  a  fac- 
ulty adviser  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
College. 

10.  The  finances  of  all  student  organizations 
shall     follow    the     procedures     prescribed     by     the 

Central    Treasurer. 

11.  Any  case  of  disagreement  between  a  stu- 
dent and  his  faculty  adviser  or  the  organization 
concerning  participation  in  extracurricular  activi- 
ties shall  be  referred  to  the  Administrative  Coun- 
cil. 

12.  The  faculty  adviser  shall  submit  to  the 
Dean  of  Women  the  names  of  all  officers  of  his 
student  organization  within  ten  days  after  the 
appointment  or  election.  In  addition,  to  permit 
official  recognition  in  the  student's  accumulative 
record  he  shall  submit  an  annual  report  of  stu- 
dent   participation    in    his    student    organization,     . 


13.  A  report  of  each  prom  should  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  nor  later  than 
one  week  after  the  event.  This  report  will  in- 
clude the  budget,  committee  appointments  and 
reports,  and  a  summary  of  the  prom  itself.  These 
will  be  filed  for  use  by  students  and  advisers 
planning    future    proms. 

14.  List    of    chaperone  -  guests    must    be    ir     I 
office  of  the  Social  Deans  at  least  one  week  prior 
to   the   event.     Men   only,     Dean   of   Men  ;    women 
only,    Dean    of    Women  ;    Mixed    affair,    Dean    of 
Women   and   Dean   of   Men. 

15.  Lists  of  women  attending  proms,  for  which 
late  permission  is  requested,  must  be  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Dean  of  Women  by  noon  of  the  day 
before   the    event. 

General  regulations  regarding  extracurricular 
activities    follow  : 

1.  No  student  shall  be  elected  to  office  in  any 
student  organization  unless  he  has  a  O  average 
or  better,  on  all  work  completed  up  to  thac 
time,  and  is  doing  satisfactory  work  in  each  of 
his   subjects   at   the    time   he    is   elected. 

2.  No  student  who  has  below  a  'C  average 
or   who   has   a  failure   in   any  subject   for  a  semes- 


ter shali  retain  active  membership  in  any  frater- 
nity during  the  following  semester.  The  inter- 
pretation of  this  rule  in  individual  cases  shall 
be  left  to  the  Inter-Fraternity  Council  or  the 
Pan-Hellenic    Council. 

3.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  major 
office  at  a  time.  Each  of  the  following  shall  be 
considered  as  a  major  office:  (a)  President  of  a 
fraternity,  SCA,  Student  Council,  Senior  Class, 
or  president  of  any  organization  in  which  the 
time  required  for  the  office  will  average  more 
than  two  hours  per  week  for  the  semester;  (b) 
Manager  of  a  varsity  sport;  (c)  Editor  of  the 
Indiana  Penn ;  (d)  Officer  of  any  student  organi- 
zation where  the  time  required  for  the  office  will 
probably  average  more  than  two  hours  per  week 
for  the  semester;  (e)  Editor  or  business  manager 
of  The  Oak;  (f)  President  of  the  Women's  Ath- 
letic  Association. 

4.  Approval  for  participation  of  persons  in 
activities  in  which  they  represent  the  College  be- 
fore the  public  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Dean 
of  Instruction.  This  includes  athletics,  drama, 
International  Relations  Club,  Intercollegiate  Con- 
ference on  Government,  Eastern  States  Associa- 
tion,   extracurricular    music    events,    etc.

An  hour  and  a  half's 
permission  after  these  affairs  is  granted  to  those 
attending.  Girls  will  be  signed  out  for  these 
dances  on  special  lists  in  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Women.  Following  the  dance,  girls  will 
check  in  by  1  :00  with  head  residents  in  dormi- 
tories   in    which   they    live. 

III.    SPECIAL   PERMISSIONS 

A.  Special  permissions  for  12  :00  p.m.  are 
granted  according  to  academic  classifications  and 
may  be  used  any  night  except  Sunday.  They 
are  not  cumulative  from  one  semester  to  the 
next.

B.  For  all  unusual  absences  from  campus  ar- 
rangement must  be  made  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean    of    Women. 

1.  Leaving  campus  for  overnight  except  over 
week-ends. 

2.  A  student  may  stay  in  town  overnight  only 
with  her  immediate  family  and  by  special  per- 
mission from  the  Dean  of  Women,  head  resi- 
dent,   or    counselor. 

3.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  take  an  over- 
night or  to  leave  for  home  after  proms,  Panhel- 
lenic,    Inter-Fraternity,    or    ROTC    dances. 

4.  All  girls  taking  week-end  permissions  musr 
leave  the  dorm  by  9  :00  p.m.  unless  special 
permission    has    been    granted. 

5.  A  form  from  parents  must  be  on  file  in  the 
office  for  each  student.  This  form  states  kinds 
of  trips,  modes  of  transportation,  etc..  which 
are  acceptable  to  them.  All  permissions  are 
subject    to    college    regulations. 


IV.    GUESTS 

A.  Boarding  students  may  entertain  guests  of 
school  age  (over  15  years  of  age)  on  Friday 
and  Saturday  nights  if  space  is  available.  All 
guests  must  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean    of    Women. 

B.  The  college  schedule  of  fees  calls  for  a 
charge  of  one  dollar  and  three  cents  per  person 
to  be  made  for  overnight  guests.  This  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Dean  of  Women  who  will  make 
arrangements    for    clean     linen. 

C.  A  guest  shall  abide  by  the  same  hours  as 
her  hostess,  who  will  he  held  liable  for  the 
guest's    disregard    of    any    regulations. 

D.  Women  visitors  are  permitted  to  visit 
students'  rooms  during  regular  dormitory  hours 
only.  Male  members  of  the  immediate  family 
may  visit  students'  rooms  from  12  :30  until 
5  :30    p.m.    on    Sunday    only. 

E.  Guests  eating  in  the  dining  room  will  buy 
meal    tickets    in    the    Dietitian's    Office. 

F.  All  off-campus  student  teachers  are  expected 
to  follow  the  procedure  for  house  guests  as  to 
registration  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women 
(one  dollar  and  three  cents)  and  payment  for 
meals. 
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G.  Boarding  women  may  spend  the  night  in 
another  girl's  room  if  a  vacant  bed  is  available. 
Arrangementts  must  be  made  with  the  head  re- 
sident   and    the    fire    warden. 

V.    HOUSE    REGULATIONS 

Shampoo  and  Laundry  Room  —  Hours,  Daily ; 
8:00    a.m. -11  :00    p.m. 

Bathroom  —  No  baths  or  showers  are  to  be 
taken  after  11  :00  p.m.  except  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  when  showers  may  be  taken  until  12  :30. 
Shampooing  and  laundry  are  not  to  be  done 
in    bathrooms    or    in    students'    rooms. 

Smoking   Rooms : 

1.  Because  of  fire  hazard  state  regulations  re- 
quire that  students  smoke  only  in  the  rooms 
provided   in    the    dormitories. 

2.  Women  may  not  smoke  anywhere  on  campus 
except    in    the    rooms    provided. 

3.  Failure  to  comply  will  mean  suspension  or 
dismissal.

1.  Hours  are  from  5:50-10:00  p.m.  daily  and 
until  12 :00  p.m.  Friday  and  Saturday  in  the 
Blue  Room.  Reception  Lounge  is  open  daily 
except  Sunday  until  12  :00  for  those  taking  late 
permissions.  Lounges  are  to  be  used  according 
to    class    privileges. 

2.  Since  lounges  are  public,  students  are  ex- 
pected to  exercise  good  taste  in  conduct  at  all 
times. 

3.  East  Parlor  is  open  for  entertaining  parents 
and    is    not    to    be    used    for    dating. 

Doors  — ■  During  the  evening  hours  all  escort- 
ed women  are  to  leave  their  dates  at  Reception 
Lounge  door,  East  Porch  Entrance,  or  Thomas 
Sutton  Entrance  only.  South  Door  is  to  be  used 
by    women    students    only. 

Signing   In    and    Out : 

1.  Signing  in  and  out  is  for  the  girl's  own 
protection.  Hence  every  woman  when  leaving 
the  dormitory  after  7  :00  p.m.  or  if  leaving  the 
campus  during  the  day  must  sign  out  on  the 
hall    list    indicating   her   specific    destination. 

2.  If    traveling   by   car,    she   should   so    indicate. 
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3.  Week-end  and  Vacation  Visits  Off  Campus. 
Women  sttudents  are  under  college  jurisdiction 
from  the  time  of  arrival  in  September  until  leav- 
ing in  May  with  the  exception  of  vacations 
and    home    visits.

c.  Other    College    Campuses     (social    visits)  — 

A  written  permission  must  be  sent  by  parents 
to  the  Dean  of  Women  before  permission  will 
be  given  to  freshman  women.  This  letter  must 
state  the  specific  time  of  the  visit  and  the 
campus  to  which  the  student  is  going.  Upper 
class  women  must  have  a  general  permission 
letter  on  file.  Sign  out  further  as  in  Section  b 
above. 


d.   Conferences   or  Conventions  —  Lists   of  those 


women  attending  meetings  off  campus  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Dean  of  Women  by  the  adviser 
of  the  organization  which  they  are  to  represent. 
Sign    out    further    as    in    Section    b    above. 

e.  Entering  Freshmen  may  not  leave  campus 
for  week-end  visits  before  the  week-end  of 
Central     Western     Conference. 

4.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  in  time 
for  classes  after  vacations  and,  if  returning  in  the 
evening,    must    arrive    before    10 :00    p.m. 

5.  If  at  any  time  a  student  cannot  return  as 
scheduled  she  must  notify  the  Dean  of  Women, 
her  head  resident,  or  counselor  at  once,  prefer- 
ably by  phone.  In  case  a  student  does  not  re- 
turn as  scheduled  and  does  not  notify  the  Dean 
of  Women  a  reverse-charge  phone  call  will  be 
made  to  the  parents  by  the  Dean  of  Women 
after    an    hour's    lateness. 

In  cases  of  emergency  the  Dean  of  Women 
may  be  reached  by  calling  HOpkins  5-5521 
until  11:00  p.m.  After  11:00  p.m.  she  may  be 
reached    by    calling    HOpkins    5-2160. 

Sunbathing  —  Sunbathing  during  warm  months 
is  confined  to  East  Porch  Roof  (northend),  for 
J.     S.     Hall     residents.      The     Back     Porch     and 
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southwest  Lawn  of  Clark  Hall  may  be  used  by 
women  living  in  Clark  Hall;  Lawns  behind 
Stanley,  Richards,  Lewis,  Grant,  Washington, 
Conestoga,  Locust,  and  Delaware  House  are 
tor    those    residents    only. 

Bathing  suits  or  shorts  and  halter  are  approved 
costumes. 

Fire  escapes  are  used  for  emergency  clearance 
of  the  dormitories  only.  They  are  never  used 
for     sunbathing. 

VI.    GENERAL    DECORUM 
Dress 

1.  Women  students  must  wear  housecoats  and 
soft-soled  slippers  in  the  halls  when  not  com- 
pletely   dressed. 

2.  Slacks,  bluejeans,  and  Bermuda  shorts  are 
not  to  be  worn  on  campus  except  for  classes 
which    require    their    use. 

3.  Slacks,  bluejeans,  and  Bermuda  shorts  are 
not    to    be    worn    downtown. 

4.  Shorts  may  be  worn  for  tennis  or  sunbath- 
ing   only. 

5.  Housecoats  and  shorts  may  not  be  worn  in 
elevators.  Use  south  stairs  when  wearing  house- 
coats   and   shorts. 


6.  After  10 :00  p.m.  soft-soled  slippers  are  to 
be    worn    in   the   dormitory   halls. 

Rooms 

1.  Each  student's  name,  classification  and  fire 
number  must  appear  on  her  door.  With  the 
exception  of  a  note  pad,  no  other  decorations 
are    permitted. 

2.  Walls  and  woodwork  are  to  be  kept  free 
of  tacks,  nails,  scotch  tape,  adhesive  tape  or 
any  other  kind  of  paste  or  paint.  Masking  tape 
may  be  used  and  pictures  may  be  hung  from 
the    molding. 

3.  Beds  should  be  made  and  rooms  in  order 
by    10:00    a.m. 

4.  Although  rooms  are  swept  and  sprayed  reg- 
ularly, students  are  responsible  for  having  their 
rooms    in    readiness    for    sweeping    and    spraying. 

5.  Food  should  be  kept  in  metal  or  glass  con- 
tainers.    Food  must  not  be  kept  on   window  sills. 

6.  Keep    window    sills    clear    at    all    times. 

7.  Turn  off  lights  and  radio  when  leaving  the 
room. 

8.  All  necessary  repairs  should  be  reported  in 
writing  to  the  House  Director  on  forms  provided 
for   that   purpose   in   her   office. 
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9.  Quiet  sufficient  for  study  is  to  be  main- 
tained from  7  :00  p.m.  until  12  :00  noon  of  the 
following  day.  From  9:00  to  10:00  p.m.  stu- 
dents  may   enjoy   a  period   of  relaxation. 

10.    Calling    from   dormitory   windows    is    not   ap- 
proved. 

11.  Students  should  lock  their  rooms  when  leav- 
ing. At  the  beginning  of  the  year  each  student 
deposits  50  cents  for  a  key.  This  deposit  is  re- 
funded when  the  key  is  returned.  The  College 
does  not  assume  responsibility  for  theft,  although 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  curb  possible  of- 
fenders. 

12.  Losses  of  any  kind  should  be  reported  to 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  immediately. 
Any  articles  found  may  be  turned  in  to  the  Col- 
lege   Post    Office. 


Drinking:  General  Rule  —  The  drinking  of 
alcoholic  beverages  shall  not  be  tolerated.  It  is 
expected  that  a  student  will  fulfil  her  social  re- 
sponsibility to  herself  and  her  college  by  main- 
taining the  standard  of  behavior  and  by  exerting 
her  influence  to  hold  others  to  the  same  high 
ideal.  The  minimum  punishment  for  breaking 
the  general  drinking  rule  or  for  breaking  the 
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rules    as    brought    up    in    the    interpretation    shall 
be    suspension. 

No   alcoholic  beverage   shall   be   allowed   on   the 
campus.     The   Lodge    is   part   of   the    campus.

REGULATIONS   FOR   MEN 


APPLIANCES    PERMITTED    OR    PROHIBITED 


While  the  majority  of  the  following  regula- 
tions apply  to  men  living  in  college-owned  and 
college-controlled  property,  several  apply  to  all 
men.  Commuting  students  and  those  renting 
rooms  in  town  should  note  and  comply  with 
applicable    items. 

CARE    OF   ROOMS    AND 
USE   OF    FURNISHINGS 

1.  Rooms  shall  be  kept  orderly.  Beds  shall  be 
made    daily. 

2.  Furniture  or  other  furnishings  shall  not  be 
exchanged  or  removed  to  other  rooms  unless 
permission  is  obtained  from  the  House  Director. 
No  personally  owned  furnishings  or  equipment 
except  portable  radios,  shall  be  installed  in 
rooms  without  permission  of  the  House  Director. 
Mattresses  are  not  to  be  removed  from  beds  and 
must  not  be  taken  outside  on  lawns  or  on  porch 
roofs    of   the    houses. 

3.  Nails,  screws  or  tacks  must  not  be  driven 
into  any  college  property.  All  damage  to  col- 
lege   property    must    be    paid    for. 


1.  Because  of  the  fire  hazard  men  students 
are  not  permitted  to  use  any  electrical  appliances 
except  a  portable  radio  and  electric  razor.  One 
radio    per    room    is    regarded    as    sufficient. 

2.  Only  electric  irons  furnished  by  the  College 
may  be  used.  Unplug  irons  when  not  in  use. 
Pressing   shall    be   done    only   in    spaces    designated. 

3.  No  plug-in  double  sockets  are  to  be  used 
without  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Maintenance. 

MEN   AND    WOMEN    VISITORS 

1.  Whitmyre  Hall  and  college  houses  are  open 
for  visits  of  mothers  and  other  female  members 
of  the  immediate  family  on  Sunday  from  2  :00- 
5  :00  p.m.  Fathers  and  other  male  relatives  may 
visit  at  any  time  during  regular  dormitory*  hours 
but  they  should  inform  the  Head  Resident  of 
their  presence.  Female  relatives  who  wish  to  see 
a  student  at  times  other  than  mentioned  above 
should  see  the  Head  Resident  in  Whitmyre  Hall 
to    make    arrangements. 

2.  When  space  is  available  on  Saturday  nights, 
men     may     have     guests     overnight     in     Whitmyre 
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Hall  only  if  they  make  arrangements  with  the 
Head  Resident,  or  in  college-owned  houses,  with 
the   Dean    of   Men. 

3.  Occupants  of  the  dormitory  and  college 
houses  will  be  responsible  for  observance  of  reg- 
ulations   by    visitors. 

CARS    AND    PARKING 

1.  Freshman  men  who  do  not  commute  daily 
are  not  permitted  to  have  cars  in  Indiana. 
Exceptions  in  special  cases  may  be  authorized  by 
the    Dean    of    Men. 

2.  Students  may  not  wash  automobiles  with 
water  obtained  on  college  property.  The  College 
purchases  its  water  from  a  private  water  com- 
pany and  its  monthly  cost  is  a  sizeable  item  in 
the  budget.  Students  will  appreciate  the  fact 
that  condoning  washing  private  cars  would  add 
materially    to    the    expenditure    for    water. 

LENGTH    OF    TENANCY    AND 
STORAGE    OF    PERSONAL    PROPERTY 

1.  Rooms  in  college-owned  property  will  be 
available  for  occupancy  the  day  before  registra- 
tion, and  the  re-opening  of  school  after  vaca- 
tions, unless  arrangements  to  occupy  rooms  ear- 
lier are  made  with  the  Dean  of  Men. 
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2.  Rooms  shall  be  vacated  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  a  student's  last  final  examination  in 
May.  January  or  August  and  also  at  the  end  of 
the  pre  or  main  summer  session  if  he  is  not 
planning  to  register  for  the  following  summer 
session. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced,  rooms  shall 
be  vacated  at  7  :00  p.m.  of  the  day  a  vacation 
begins  and  remain  unoccupied  during  the  vaca- 
tion. 

4.  Exceptions  to  the  two  preceding  items  will 
be  made  for  dining  room  employees  or  student 
teachers  who  are  required  to  remain  longer  and 
j.n  May  for  graduating  seniors  and  for  under- 
class music  students  who  must  participate  in 
baccalaureate    or    commencement    exercises. 

*>.  No  personal  possessions  may  be  left  in 
houses  or  the  dormitory  rooms  at  the  close  of 
school  in  May  or  in  August.  Lockers  are  avail- 
able for  storage  in  Whitmyre  Hall.  Personal 
property    left    will    be    regarded    as    discarded. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Gambling  or  possession  of  intoxicants  or 
fire-arms  on  the  campus  (including  the  College 
Lodge)    are    not    permitted    and    infraction    of   this 


regulation  will  lead  to  disciplinary  action.  Any 
student  who  returns  to  the  campus  in  an  intoxi- 
cated condition  will  be  disciplined.  All  students, 
regardless  of  place  of  residence,  are  responsible 
for    maintaining    proper    conduct    at    all    times. 

2.  Men  who  date  college  women  automatically 
assume  equal  responsibility  with  them  to  abide 
by  the  regulations  governing  women  students. 
They  must  accept  equal  censure  with  the  women 
for    any    infraction    of    regulations. 

3.  Study  hours  in  college-controlled  and  col- 
lege-owned property  begin  at  7  :00  p.m.  and 
reasonable    quiet    shall    prevail    thereafter. 

4.  Money  and  valuables  should  be  locked  up. 
Report    any    loss    immediately. 

5.  Men  students  are  not  required  to  "sign- 
out"  but  a  man  who  lives  in  a  college-owned 
house  is  expected  to  inform  the  student  House 
Head  of  his  whereabouts  when  he  is  to  be  out 
of  town.  The  Head  Resident  is  to  be  informed 
by  those  living  in  a  dormitory.  Men  rooming  in 
town    should    inform    their    landlady. 

6.  Musical  instruments  are  not  to  be  practiced 
or   played   in   rooms.     Music  students   will   arrange 


for  practice  room  assignments  with  the  Director 
of  the  Music  Department.  Other  students  with 
practice  assignments  may  use  practice  rooms  in 
VX'hitmyre  Hall  between  7  :00  a.m.  and  11:00 
p.m.  when  not  in  use  by  music  students.  Only 
instruments  taught  in  the  Music  Department  may 
be    practiced    in    the    practice    rooms. 

"r.   Appropriate   Dining   Room   Dress  For  Men — 

At  breakfast  and  lunch,  men  are  expected  to 
wear  shirts.  Sweat-shirts  and  T-shirts  are  not 
acceptable    dining    room    apparel    at    any    time. 

For  Dinner  (daily):  Men  will  wear  starched 
shirts  and  ties  or  sport  shirts  buttoned  at  the 
throat,    suit    coats    or   sports    coats. 

I  During  very  hot  weather  coats  may  be  re- 
moved at  the  table  but  sport  shirts  buttoned  at 
the   throat   will   be    retained.) 

Khakis  and  other  cotton  wash-pants  shall  not 
be    worn   for   dinner. 

Sunday  dinner:  Starched  shirts,  ties  and  coats. 
Again,    coats    may    be    removed    in    hot    weather. 

8.  STUDENTS  ARE  XOT  PERMITTED  TO 
ACT  AS  SALES  OR  ADVERTISING  REPRE- 
SENTATIVES WITHOUT  PERMISSION  OF 
THE   DEAN  OF   MEN*.

OUTSIDE  SALES  REPRESENTATIVES  WILL 
PRESENT  A  LETTER  SIGNED  BY  THE  DEAN 
OF  MEN  OR  OTHER  RECOGNIZED  AD-

AUTHORIZED  TO  CONDUCT  BUSINESS  ON 
COLLEGE  PROPERTY.  STUDENTS  SHOULD

9.  Men  renting  #  room  or  apartment  shall  not 
entertain  women  visitors  in  their  quarters  except 
their  mothers  or  other  female  members  of  the 
immediate    family. 

10.     Othe.     pertinent     regulations     will     be     pub- 
lished   as    necessary.

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The  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  COMMITTEE,  compos- 
ed of  three  faculty  members  and  a  student  chair- 
man, with  other  faculty  religious  organization 
advisers  and  student  presidents,  is  responsible 
for  the  religious  activities  of  the  college  students. 
It  serves  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Stu- 
dent Christian  Association  and  the  college  church 
clubs.  The  committee  plans  and  arranges  the 
Religion  in  Life  programs  and  the  monthly  Col- 
lege   Vespers.     Faculty    Chairman,    Sahli. 

The      STUDENTS      CENTRAL      TREASURY 

serves  the  purpose  of  a  bank  for  student  organi- 
zations, making  available  on  the  College  campus 
all  services,  necessary  business  papers  and  stand- 
ardized procedures  for  the  administration  of  ex- 
tracurricular finances.  The  office  is  under  the 
supervision  of  John  Lingenfelter,  Cooperative 
Treasurer,  who  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
President. 

Services  of  the  Student's  Central  Treasury  in- 
clude installation  of  accounting  records,  uniform 
continuation  between  business  officers  and  their 
successors,  systematic  methods  for  handling  money 
and  general  assistance  to  organization  officials  in 
keeping  their  financial  activities  on  a  sound  fi- 
nancial   basis. 


Organization  treasurers  are  required  to  write 
receipts  in  duplicate  tor  all  dues,  tees,  assess- 
ments, etc.,  which  they  collect  or  receive.  They 
give  the  original  copy  of  the  receipt  to  the  per- 
son from  whom  the  money  is  received  and  retain 
the    duplicate   copy. 

All  disbursements  are  paid  by  check,  typed  in 
duplicate  by  the  Central  Treasurer  upon  submis- 
sion of  treasury  orders  by  organization  treasurers. 
The  Central  Treasury  retains  the  carbon  copy  of 
the  check,  countersigns  the  original  and  returns 
it  to  the  organization's  treasurer  who  then  ob- 
tains   the    sponsor's    signature. 

From  handling  the  vouchers,  evidencing  receipts 
and  disbursements,  organization  treasurers  gain 
valuable  experience  in  cash  routines  as  well  as 
in    keeping    a    simplified    cash    book. 

The  fiscal  and  auditing  policies  for  all  student 
and  campus  groups  follow.  All  money  received 
from  any  source  whatever  by  any  group,  student 
or  otherwise,  which  is  not  part  of  the  Student 
Cooperative  Association  Budget,  shall  be  carried 
in  a  Central  Treasury  account  in  the  Student 
Cooperative  Association.  All  expenditures  must 
be  made  through  the  Central  Treasury.  Further- 
more, all  income  shall  be  deposited  promptly  in 
the    Central    Treasurv. 


Each  individual  responsible  for  a  Central  Treas- 
ury account  shall  submit  the  organization's  books 
for  auditing  annually,  at  the  time  announced  in 
the  college  bulletin.  After  preliminary  checking 
and  correction,  each  organization  shall  file  an 
audit  report  (forms  may  be  secured  in  the  Co- 
operative Association  office)  which  must  be  ap- 
proved as  correct  by  the  auditor.  Failure  to 
follow  the  foregoing  procedure,  or  failure  to 
abide  by  the  general  fiscal  policy  stated  in  the 
foregoing,  shall  lead  to  a  "freezing"  of  all 
money  held  in  the  Central  Treasury  account  of 
an    organization    until    the    deficiency    is    removed. 

MEN'S  STUDENT  LEAGUES  —  The  Resident 
Men's  League  is  composed  of  all  men  students 
who  live  on  college  property.  The  Non-Resident 
Men's  League  includes  all  men  students  who  are 
commuters  or  day  students  and  those  who  live 
in    private    homes    in    town. 

NON-RESIDENT    WOMEN'S    LEAGUE  —  The 

Non-Resident  Women's  League  is  made  up  of 
all  those  women  students  who  do  not  live  in  the 
dormitories.  It  meets  the  third  Friday  of  every 
month  at  12  :30  p.m.  to  discuss  the  problems  of 
the  organization.  Since  every  woman  day  student 
is    automatically    a    member,    there    are    no    regular 
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dues,  but  small  fees  to  cover  the  immediate  ex- 
pense of  social  events.  A  fall  outing  and  a  spring 
outing  are  held  at  the  College  Lodge.  Occasional 
teas  and  luncheons  are  held  at  Iriquois  House. 
Adviser,    Risher. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  CUE,  the  college  handbook  which  is  fi- 
nanced by  the  Cooperative  Association,  is  distrib- 
uted before  the  opening  of  the  fall  session  each 
year  as  a  guide  to  the  students.  In  it  are  pub- 
lished regulations  governing  students  and  student 
activities.  The  Cue  also  contains  descriptions  of 
all  college  organizations,  both  curricular  and  ex- 
tracurricular, and  a  calendar  of  events  for  the 
coming    year.    Adviser,     Hull. 

The  OAK  is  the  college  yearbook,  a  pictorial 
and  written  review  of  the  year's  activities.  It  is 
published  annually  with  funds  from  the  Student 
Cooperative  Association  and  fees  from  local  busi- 
ness patrons  and  campus  organizations.  The  year- 
book is  given  to  all  students  who  have  paid  the 
activity  fee  for  two  semesters.  A  student  leaving 
at  mid-semester  may  obtain  a  copy  by  paying 
$3.00  and  the  mailing  fee;  anyone  entering  at 
mid-year  may  receive  a  copy  by  paying  this  fee 
to  the  Business  Manager  of  the  OAK. 
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Staff  positions  are  filled  by  selection  from  a 
list  of  applicants  submitted  to  a  committee  com- 
posed of  The  OAK  advisers,  retiring  Editor  and 
Business  Manager,  Public  Relations  Director,  Stu- 
dent Council  President  and  representative.  There 
are  ten  paid  positions  on  the  staff.  These  ap- 
pointments are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Student  Council  of  the  College.  Advisers,  Mc- 
Vitty,    Lucker,    and    Sheeder. 

The  INDIANA  PENN  is  the  weekly  campus 
newspaper  written  and  managed  by  students.  It 
is  an  uncensored  college  paper.  It  provides  op- 
portunities for  any  student  interested  in  writing 
to  gain  experience.  Staff  members  are  chosen  for 
their  genuine  interest,  ability,  experience  and  will- 
ingness to  devote  the  time  and  energy  required 
to    publish    a    superior    newspaper. 

Staff  members  are  chosen  at  the  organizational 
meeting  held  early  in  each  semester,  except  for 
the  top  two  executive  positions,  which  are  se- 
lected by  the  Student  Council  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  student-faculty  committee.  Editor, 
Don    Hall.     Consultant,    Nicholson. 

The  INDIANA  STUDENT  WRITES  is  a  stu- 
dent publication  of  creative  writing  on  the  Indi- 
ana  campus.    Student   literary   and   art   staffs   super- 


vise  the  selection  and  editing  of  literary  and  art 
material.  While  the  creat.ve  writing  classes  are 
the  primary  source  of  material,  encouragement  is 
offered  to  any  student  in  the  College  to  subm.t 
short  stones,  poetry,  short  plays,  and  personal 
or    critical    essays. 

The  literary  and  art  editors  are  elected  by  the 
Student  Council  from-  nominations  approved  Ky 
a  committee  composed  of  the  president  of  Stu- 
dent Council,  the  present  literary  and  art  edi- 
tors, the  college  directors  of  public  relations,  and 
the  adviser.  The  editors  for  1959-60  are:  Literary 
Editor,  Donna  Couy;  Art  Editor.  Carol  Ann 
Neely.    Adviser,    Green.

ATHLETIC    REGULATIONS 

Eligibility 

1.  Years  of  Competition.  A  student  shall  not 
be  allowed  more  than  tour  years  of  intercollegiate 
competition. 

2.  A  student  must  complete  his  intercollegiate 
competition  within  a  five-year  period  from  the 
date  of  first  matriculation  at  any  college.  This 
restriction  may  be  waived  in  the  case  of  a  vet- 
eran   or    draftee. 

Interpretation  :  In  determining  years  of  compe- 
tition in  all  cases,  the  following  provision  ap- 
plies:  Participations,  however  brief,  in  any  inter- 
collegiate athletic  competition  in  any  college  or 
junior  college  will  cause  that  year  to  count  as 
one    of   the   allotted    years    of   competition. 

Note  :  The  restrictions  of  Section  I  -  C  are 
waived  in  the  case  of  a  veteran.  The  years  dur- 
ing which  a  student  may  have  represented  any 
college  as  a  service  trainee  in  intercollegiate 
athletic  competition  shall  not  count  in  his  total 
years   of   eligibility. 


3.  Academic    Attainment. 

a.  A  student  to  be  eligible  must  carry  at  least 
twelve    (12)    semester   hours    of   credit   courses. 

b.  A  student  to  be  eligible  must  have  secured 
passing  grades  in  at  least  twelve  (12)  semester 
hours  of  work  during  his  preceding  semester.  A 
student  having  failed  to  pass  twelve  (12)  semes- 
ter hours  in  any  semester  may  become  eligible  by 
attending  summer  sessions  and  securing  a  pass- 
ing grade  in  twelve   (12)   semester  hours  of  credit. 

4.  Transfer  Students.  No  transfer  student  shall 
be  eligible  for  intercollegiate  athletic  competition 
in  varsity  sports  until  he  has  completed  satis- 
factorily a  full  year's  or  two  semesters'  work  at 
his    college. 

Interpretations  : 

a.  Attendance  at  summer  sessions  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  sem- 
ester's   residence. 

b.  The  student  who  trains  at  a  training  camp 
with  a  college  before  the  football  season  opens 
but  who  does  not  matriculate  at  the  college  is 
eligible  to  enter  a  teachers  college  and  play  that 
season. 

Matriculation  means  a  payment  of  fees,  com- 
pletion of  registration  forms  and  attendance  at 
one    class. 
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C.  A  student  transferring  from  a  regularly  ac- 
credited junior  college  shall  not  be  affected  by 
this    rule. 

5.  Amateur  Rule.  A  student  competing  in  in- 
tercollegiate athletics  shall  be  an  amateur  in  good 
standing.  An  amateur  sportsman  is  one  who  is 
engaged  in  sports  for  the  physical,  mental,  or 
social  benefits  he  derives  therefrom,  and  to  whom 
the  sport  is  an  avocation.  A  student  ceases  to  be 
an  amateur  and  is  therefore  ineligible  to  partici- 
pate in  intercollegiate  competition  by  the  com- 
mission   of    any    of   the    following    acts : 

a.  Participation  in  any  athletic  competition  un- 
der an  assumed  name,  or  otherwise  with  intent 
to    deceive. 

b.  Directly  or  indirectly  receiving  money  or 
remuneration  for  participation  in  any  competition 
as   a   player   or    for   coaching   any   sport. 

c.  Directly  or  indirectly  receiving  money  for 
signing  a  contract  with  a  professional  team  in 
any   sport. 

d.  Signing  a  contract  with  a  professional  team 
in  any  sport,  regardless  of  any  subsequent  can- 
cellation or  revocation,  absence  of  payment,  or 
lack    of    training    with    the    team. 
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6.  A  student  who  is  a  squad  member  on  or 
after  the  date  of  the  first  regularly  scheduled 
contest,  and  who  engages  in  any  athletic  contest 
during  a  time  the  college  is  in  session,  not  ar- 
ranged by  his  college,  organized  college  confer- 
ences or  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  and  ap- 
proved by  his  college,  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
represent  his  college  in  that  sport  during  the 
remainder  of  that  college  year  and  during  the 
succeeding  season  of  the  sport  in  which  he  par- 
ticipated in  an  unauthorized  contest.  This  re- 
striction includes  Thanksgiving  vacation  and  the 
time  between  semesters,  but  does  not  include 
Christmas    vacation. 

7.  Varsity  Competition.  A  teachers  college  var- 
sity team  may  compete  only  with  varsity  teams 
of  four  year  degree  granting  colleges  in  regu- 
larly   scheduled    games. 

Interpretations  : 

a.  Regularly  scheduled  game  are  games  for 
which  contracts  are  signed  and/or  admission 
charged. 

b.  Where  scheduling  difficulties  are  encoun- 
tered, this  rule  may  be  waived  by  the  athletic 
committee    of    the    Board    of    Presidents. 


8.    Playing   and    Practice    Season 


ATHLETIC   AWARD    SYSTEM 


a.  Pre-season  practice  in  football  shall  not  be- 
gin prior  to  September  first  of  each  year,  and 
the  regular  playing  schedule  shall  be  limited  to 
a  maximum  of  ten  games  in  a  season,  exclusive 
of    post-season    competition. 

b.  Pre-season  practice  in  basketball  shall  not 
begin  prior  to  October  fifteenth  of  each  year; 
the  first  scheduled  game  shall  not  be  played 
prior  to  December  first,  and  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  regularly  scheduled  games  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-six  in  a  season,  exclusive  of  post- 
season   tournament    contests. 

c.  Organized  post-season  practice  in  football 
shall  be  limited  to  twenty  sessions  in  a  period 
of  thirty-six  calendar  days,  vacation  and  exami- 
nation   days    excluded. 

d.  Organized  post-season  practice  in  basketball 
shall  be  limited  to  twenty  sessions  in  a  period 
of  thirty  calendar  days,  vacation  and  examination 
days    excluded. 

9.  These  regulations  were  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Presidents  July  20,  1956,  and  shall 
become    effective    September    1,    1959. 


The  Athletic  Awards  at  Indiana  include  the 
Varsity  "I."  emblemed  sweaters,  and  gold  serv- 
ice awards.  In  order  to  achieve  these  awards 
certain    requirements    have    been    established. 

For  the  letter,  the  Varsity  "I,"  each  sport  has 
set  up  its  own  requirements,  peculiar  to  its  own 
sport.  The  award  is  based  on  participation,  scor- 
ing of  points,  attendance,  and  recommendation 
of   the   coach. 

The  sweaters  are  presented  to  those  players 
who  have  won  their  second  "I"  with  the  con- 
dition that  the  letter  was  won  the  second  time 
in   the   same   sport. 

The  gold  service  awards  are  given  to  the  ath- 
letes who  are  seniors,  who  have  completed  their 
last  year  of  eligibility,  and  who  have  earned 
sweaters    in    the    same    sport. 

The  system  is  set  up  so  that  a  player  actually 
receives  one  letter  and  one  sweater.  A  gold 
award  can  be  received  in  each  of  the  Varsity 
sports  by  seniors  earning  three  letters  in  the 
same  sport.  Certificates  are  issued  to  each  player 
for   each   award    earned. 
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Also,  rewards  are  set  up  for  team  managers, 
cheerleaders,  and  the  Indiana  Indian.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  year  of  service,  each  receives  numer- 
als, at  the  end  of  the  second  year  the  Varsity 
"I,"   and  at  the  end   of  the  third  year  the   jacket.

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INTRAMURAL   SPORTS 

There  is  an  outlet  for  any  desirous  individual 
in  the  varied  varsity  and  intramural  athletic  pro- 
gram, which  has  been  redesigned  and  reorganized 
to    fit   the    needs    of   the    present   day    curriculum. 

The  student  is  urged  to  participate  in  those 
activities  for  which  he  is  physically  fit  and  which 
best  fit  his  needs.  Although  many  of  the  stu- 
dents are  physically  unable  to  compete  in  some 
of  the  more  strenuous  activities,  there  are  still 
many  choices  always  open  in  the  Intramural  Pro- 
gram. Usually  a  careful  study  is  made  of  one's 
physical  condition  and  needs  and  is  supplemented 
by  the  advice  of  a  leader  in  the  field,  enabling 
one  to  be  in  a  position  to  make  a  wise  choice 
from   the   activities    offered. 

The  chief  aims  of  the  Intramural  sports  pro- 
gram   as    devised    at    Indiana    are    as    follows  : 

1.  To  encourage  athletics  for  present  enjoy- 
ment   and    improvement    of    health. 

2.  To  teach  and  train  students  in  athletic  ac- 
tivities in  which  they  can  participate  after  school 
life    as    a    profitable    use    of    leisure    time. 

3.  To  develop  habits  of  good  sportsmanship 
and    fair    play. 
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4.  To  furnish  a  knowledge  of  the  rules  and 
skills  required  to  prepare  students  to  organize 
and  promote  intramural  sports  in  the  public 
schools. 

MEN'S    VARSITY    "I"    CLUB 

I.    PURPOSE    AND    OBJECTIVES 

A.  To  promote  and  foster  good  fellowship, 
sportsmanship,  and  friendly  feeling  of  coopera- 
tion among  the  athletes  of  this  and  rival  colleges. 

B.  To  stimulate  interest  in  athletics  at  the 
College. 

C.  To  provide  competent  and  capable  athletic 
aggregations  to  admirably  represent  the  College 
in    intercollegiate    athletic    engagements. 

D.  To  consider  a  qualified  scholastic  standing 
a  noteworthy  requisite   for  a  Varsity   "I"   member. 

E.  To  interest  outstanding  athletes  to  enter  our 
school. 

F.  To  sponsor  worthwhile  entertainment  in  one 
form  or  another,  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  general  student  body,  as  well  as  of  the 
club. 


II.    MEMBERSHIP 

A.  The  organization  shall  include  and  com- 
prise those  individuals  who  have  been  certified 
by  the  College  Athletic  Committee  as  having  won 
a  letter  (Varsity  "I")  in  any  of  the  varsity 
sports    of    the    College. 

B.  The  President  of  the  College  appoints  an 
Athletic  Committee  or  Council.  The  male  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  automatically  become 
members    of    the    club. 

C.  Honorary  membership  may  be  granted  to 
any  individual  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  active 
membership    of    the    club. 

D.  Alumni  members  — ■  graduates  who  have 
won  a  Varsity  "I"  in  any  major  sport  —  shall 
have  full  rights  and  privileges  except  that  of 
voting.  The  right  to  vote  is  reserved  for  active 
members    only. 

The  Varsity  "I"  has  built  up  a  substantial 
fund  to  be  used  primarily  as  a  loan  fund  for 
those  who  have  won  their  TV  and  for  incom- 
ing members  of  Varsity  teams.  From  this  fund, 
any  member  of  the  Varsity  "I"  in  good  stand- 
ing is  permitted  to  borrow  up  to  not  more  than 
$150   a   year   nor   more   than    $300    in    all. 
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WOMEN'S  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION   BOARD 

Purpose  — 

A.  To  stimulate  interest  in,  and  to  promote 
physical    activities    among    the    Indiana    women. 

B.  To  bind  closer  together  those  with  common 
interests  in  sports :  The  board  is  in  charge  of 
selecting  the  manager  of  each  seasonal  event.

The  COLLEGE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA  ex- 
tends an  invitation  for  membership  to  all  college 
students  who  have  had  orchestral  experience. 
Students  who  play  string  instruments  are  urged 
to  make  every  effort  to  keep  up  their  playing. 
The  orchestra  contributes  to  the  cultural  life  of 
the  College  and  community  through  the  public 
concerts    and    radio    broadcasts.

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The  STRING  ORCHESTRA  is  open  to  any 
student  who  plays  a  stringed  instrument.

cadet  company  of  the  Association  of  the  United 
States  Army  is  affiliated  with  the  national  organi- 
zation, which  includes  in  its  membership  "com- 
panies" of  the  Regular  Army,  Reserve  Forces  and 
ROTC  units  throughout  the  country.  On  the 
local  level  the  AUSA  sponsors  the  Military  Ball 
and  other  types  of  military  activities.  Member- 
ship is  open  to  all  selected  students  of  the  Ad- 
vanced   ROTC    program.     Adviser,    Deyo. 

The  ROTC  DRILL  TEAMS  are  composed  of 
A  &  B  units  and  are  precision  drill  units  of 
cadets  who  excel  in  leadership  and  drill.  Their 
purpose     is     to     develop     and     demonstrate     profi- 


ciency in  the  execution  of  military  drill  forma- 
tions. These  units  perform  during  halftime  at 
home  football  games,  in  community  parades  and 
on  other  similar  occasions.  Members  are  author- 
ized to  wear  a  distinctive  shoulder  cord  with  the 
ROTC  uniform.  Membership  is  on  a  competitive 
basis  and  is  open  to  all  ROTC  cadets.  Adviser, 
Skinner. 

The  ISTC  ROTC  RIFLE  TEAM  is  also  spon 
sored  by  the  Department  of  Military  Science.
